Business Men Also Invited 


to Present Their Views on 


Services of Banks to the 
Public 


WASHINGTON, D. C—Robert V. 
Fleming, President American Bank- 
ers Association, has announced that 
the organization’s annual convention 
will be held at San Francisco, Sep- 
tember 21-24, and its program will 
call in not only bankers but speakers 
from various lines of business to pre- 
sent their viewpoints and advice. 

The plans for the convention dis- 
cussions take into consideration the 
fact, he said, that one of the major 
problems of banking today is to de- 
velop its operations along lines that 
will create greater public understand- 
ing of its methods and services. 

“It is my earnest conviction that 
such public understanding of banking 
is not only an essential defense 
against attacks from whatever source, 
but is also requisite to re-establishing 
it upon a firm and satisfactory basis 
of profitable operations,” Mr. Fleming 
said. 


General Improvement Cited 


“The improvement in general con- 
ditions which is now taking place 
should be of materia! aid to bankers 
in carrying forward a constructive 
program for increasingly useful re- 
lationships between banking and 
business, as well as one of more help- 
ful personal business services to all 
our people. Sound banking conduct- 
ed in ways the public need and un- 
derstand must be the aim of success- 
ful bank management. 

“How can the banker make his op- 
erations and policies more unde: 
standable to the people of his com- 
munity? How can better and broader 
financial services be soundly pro- 
vided? How can banking improve its 
operating methods and income? These 
and many similar questions demand 
the earnest attention of all bankers. 
They call for a fresh counselling to- 
gether and a new interchange of ex- 
perience and advice among the mem- 
bers of our profession. 

“With these thoughts in mind, we 
have built the convertion program 
with the view of also calling into our 
councils speakers from various lines 
of business to give us their view- 
points and advice. I can say without 
reservation that this is to my mind 
one of the most crucial years in the 
evolution of American banking and

In preparation for the coming 
school year, several alterations and 
improvements have been made on 
the Sequoia Union high school 
campus, according to Mr. Al. C. 
Argo, principal. 

Greatest of the improvements, 
according to Mr. Argo, is the ad- 
dition of 1,000 person capacity 
bleachers on the football field. Due 
to the fact that the old ones were 
not large enough to hold all of the 
spectators at the big games, these 
were obtained from the Belmont 
1ace course — at a low cost — and 
moved to the schools. 

Because of the purchase of the 
bleachers, the jumping and pole- 
vault pits are being relocated. 

Among other alterations on the 
Sequoia grounds was the placing of 
the flag pole in front of the boys’ 
gymnasium, as well as the one “xt 
the front entrance, on a pivot and 
setting it in a new concrete foun- 
dation. This arrangement will en- 
able both to be raised and lowered 
with ease. 

The old wooden floors of of the 
handball courts were replaced with 
new asphalt flooring, and a lawn 


{ mower has been purchased to take 


the place of the old one which was 
in uSe for seven years. 

In order to maintain a green ap- 
pearance throughout the year along 
the front walk, the amaryllis which 
formerly bordered it have been re- 
placed by flag lilies.

According to all reports received from the Menlo Park Police De- 
partment the call on merchants and residents for a clean-up of back | 
yards and parking strips has met with the most hearty co-operation of 
every one concerned. This is a step forward and will no doubt be a 
very material help toward the growth of the city. It is essential that 
a city be clean and modern if it is to grow into the place it should oc- 
cupy. Now that everything it cleaned up let’s keep it that way. 

It is also a noticeable fact that the enforcement of the one hour 
parking limit on El Camino Real, in the business section is being en- 
forced with no trouble at all, infact it is understood that there has been | 
no need of even a warning since the published notice that the limit was 
to be enforced, this likewise is a commendable record for co-operation. | 

Now that we have gotten this far it is not proper that we should | 
stop before the job is completed. There are still some very dangerous 
things being done in the city which should be stopped at once, before 
some one is seriously injured or killed. 

Attention is called to the practice of the youth of the city riding 
bicycles on the sidewalks in the business district. This is truly a very 
dangerous practice. No attention is given to either careful riding or the 
speed traveled. A rider may, as is often the case, be looking behind ar | 
across the street and thus run down a small child, an elderly person, or 
even some one who can move very quickly in case of need. People have 
been killed by just this sort of thing. If there is no city ordinance to 
prohibit this source of danger one should be drawn up and passed before 
the city and others face a big damage suit. In fact in the old days 
there used to be a speed limit on bicycles. This danger also applies to 
children and young people on skates, 


Another source of grave danger is the speed of some cars passing 
through the city. Most drivers are careful and drive like sane people 
when going through here. Much praise should specially be given the | 
local fire department for the care with which they proceed through the 
city. This cannot be said of ambulances which sometimes go through | 
the city at a terrific speed, regardless of any consequences. It is just the | 
thing to do to get the injured or sick to a hopsital with all possible 
speed, but at that the RIGHTS of others should be respected. In other 
words we do not believe that it is justifiable to sacrifice the lives of a 
dozen people to save only one. Some drivers seem to think that just 
because they are driving an ambulance and have a siren on it they own 
the earth and can do as they please. It is time that our police depart- 
ment notified these drivers to soft peddle it and drive in a safe and sane 
mannet, before they kill a number of innocent people, to say nothing 
of themselves. Let’s try safe and sane driving for a while!

| the enactment of this measure in 
1933, our government, without man-

It was a philosophy 
well known under the autocratic 
governments of Europe. 

“This philosophy decreed 
prices should be regulated,’’

DISTRIBUTOR BREAK 


Short circuits can be caused by J 


a distributor cap cracking and al- 
lowing the current passing through 
it to jump from one contact point 
to another. If a new cap is not 
availlable temporary repairs can 
be made by enlarging the cracks 
by scraping with a knife blade and 
filling them with ordinary sealing 
wax. The cap should be replaced 
with a new one as soon as possible. 
SHOCK ABSORBERS 

Shock absorber should be check- 
ed at regular intervals and ser- 
viced when necessary. They not 
only control riding qualities but 
they also control steering. When 
out of order they cause the car to 
shimmy or wander on the road and 
make driving difficult and tedious. 
“BREAKING-IN” OIL 

It is unwise to use certain types, 
of breaking-in oil on some of the 
later model cars. Some cars are 
now equipped with bearings that 
are harmfully affected by such oil 
If a breaking-in oil is considered 
necessary the car dealer should be 
consulted.

SINGLE STORE CHAIN STORE 


Here are 2 California retail 
stores. On the outside they look 
much alike. Each does a good busi- 
ness. But one is a single store, the 
other has brothers and sisters and 
is called a chain store. 


SINGLE STORE 


MANUFACTURER 


MIDDLEMAN 


The SINGLE store charges 
ten per cent higher prices, because 
it gives credit and delivery service 
and because it buys through a 
middleman. 


MANUFACTURER CHAIN STORE 


G) The CHAIN store charges 
ten per cent lower prices because 
it eliminates all frills, unnecessary 
serv..cs and in-between expenses 
and buys directly from producer 
or manufacturer. 


CHAIN STORE 


MIDDLEMAN 


You may reinesber, at one 
time the middleman old goods to 
all retailers. That was when the high 
cost of living was oir biggest head- 
ache. But today th. chain store 
eliminates the middl-oian and the 
middleman’s proiits. So the mid- 
dleman is opposed to chain stores 
(wouldn’t you bz--i: you were a 
middleman? ) 


CHAIN STORE MIDDLEMAN 


(5) The middleman realizes that 


people trade at a chain store chiefly 
because it sells for 10 per cent less. 
Since he can’t compete with the 
chain store method, the middle- 
man wants to put chain stores out 
of business or force them to raise 
their prices.

G) Through the California Leg- 
islature he lobbies a bill called the 
‘Retail Store License.” This unfair 
bill would levy a special tax of 
$1.00 a year on single stores and 
$500.00 a year on chain stores.

) That, he figures, may put the 
chain store out of business so its 
customers will be forced to pay the 
higher prices at the single store. 
If not, the tax can be raised later 
to $1,500 or $2,500 per store.

At least the chain store will 


be forced immediately to raise its 
prices and thus lose business. 


SINGLE STORE . CHAIN STORE 


In either case competition 
will be less. So the single store can 
raise its prices and still get more 
business. This means fatter profits 
for the middleman who sells to the 
single store.

Of course the public will pay 
or these profits through an in- 


crease in prices on the necessities - 


of life. But it’s just a question of 
whether the middleman or the 
public takes the rap.

TO SOAK 


Who would suspect that an 
innocent thing like a Retail Store 
License was another scheme to tax 
the public and fatten the middle- 
man’s pocketbook? Voters might 
think it was some trifle like a dog 
license or a fishing license! 


@) But wait. Some of the public 
id suspect. Shortly after this hid- 
den-tax bill passed the Legislature, 
136,000 indignant California 
voters signed a petition that put 
it on the ballot at the next gen- 
eral election. Now the voters can 
say a word for themselves. We 
think that word will be‘ NO.”

@ So what it all adds up to is 
this: the innocent sounding Retail 
Store License is a scheme to sub- 
sidize the single store and whole- 
saler by taxing the public. 22 is 
a tax on you.
